NASHVILLE,  Tenn.— (BP)— South¬ 
ern  Baptist  mission  receipts,  gives 
through  the  Cooperative  Program  and 
through  designated  causes,  show  a 
10  per  cent  gain  over  1946  for  th# 
first  six  months  of  1949,  Dr.  Duka 
K.  McCall,  executive  secretary  and 
treasurer  of  the  Convention’s  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee,  has  announced. 

Dr.  McCall  called  attention  to  th# 
fact  that  receipts  for  the  first  atx 
months  of  1948  showed  a  gain  of  36 
per  cent  over  the  first  six  months  of 
1947.  He  also  noted  that  Oregon  was 
reported  as  a  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  constituent  group  for  tho 
first  time.  The  Orgeon  churches  gavo 
$625.51  for  world  missions  during  tho 
month  of  June. 

Total  receipts  for  the  first  six 
months  are  $5,847,899.81  with  $3,154^ 
08101.  coming  through  the  Coopera¬ 
tive  Program.

OKLAHOMA  CITY— (BP i— An  Ok¬ 
lahoma  City  attorney,  W.  R.  Wallace, 
who  takes  time  out  from  his  work  as 
legal  counsel  for  a  large  oil  company 
to  engage  in  personal  soul-winning, 
has  suggested  that  each  messenger 
who  will  attend  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  in  Chicago  in  May,  1950, 
covenant  now  that  he  will  seek  to  win 
at  least  one  person  to  Christ  during 
the  period  of  the  Convention. 

“Preachers  are  always  Insisting  that 
laymen  should  do  more  work  in  wit¬ 
nessing  for  Christ  at  every  opportun¬ 
ity."  Wallace  writes.  “Our  preachers 
could,  and  I  believe  would,  give  us  a 
great  demonstration  in  Chicago  of 
what  can  be  done  in  winning  souls 
to  the  Saviour  If  this  challenge  and 
opportunity  is  presented  to  them.” 

In  a  letter  to  Dr.  C.  E.  Matthews, 
director  of  evangelism  for  the  Home 
Mission  Board,  Judge  Wallace  stated, 
“If  every  Southern  Baptist  messen¬ 
ger  would  go  to  Chicago  with  the 
serious  intention  of  trying  to  win 
someone  to  Christ — every  messenger 
aflame  with  evangelism  and  looking 
on  that  city  as  the  Saviour  looked 
on  Jerusalem  when  He  wept  over  It — 
these  me^engers  would  move  into 
Chicago  actually  on  fire  for  souls. 
This  might  start  a  revival  that  would 
save  the  United  States  and  the  world 
situation. 

“If  the  United  States  Is  to  be 
saved  from  Socialism  and  Commun¬ 
ism.  it  must  be  done  through  Chris¬ 
tianity  and  a  national  revival.  If 
each  messenger  would  ask  each  per¬ 
son  he  contacts  if  he  or  she  is  a 
Christian  and  pray  for  these  parties, 
a  revival  would  break  out  in  Chicago 
such  as  the  world  has  not  seen  since 
Pentacost.” 
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Court  Rulings  Threaten 
Church-State  Separation 

PRINCETON,  N.  J.— (R  N  S)— Dr. 
Charles  C.  Morrison,  former  editor  of 
The  Christian  Century  (Chicago!  said 
here  that  recent  events  and  court  de¬ 
cisions  ‘leave  no  room  for  compla¬ 
cency  among  lovers  of  democratic 
government  who  believe  In  the  doc¬ 
trine  of  separation  of  Church  and 
State."

HOSPITAL  TRUSTEES  MEET 
$12,926  Free- Work  Reported 
Mother's  Day  Offering  $4,436 

The  regularly  quarterly  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Baptist 
Hospital  was  held  July  12. 

During  April,  May  and  June,  3.298 
patients  were  admitted  to  the  hos¬ 
pital;  2,869  white  and  429  Colored. 
The  denominational  status  (Children 
under  ten  not  counted)  was  as  fol¬ 
lows:  Baptist,  1527;  Methodist,  530; 
Presbyterians,  142;  Episcopalians,  50; 
Catholics  57;  Church  of  Christ,  43; 
Jewish,  6;  and  244  who  gave  no  re¬ 
ligion  or  church  affiliation. 

The  free  work  for  these  three 
months  amounted  to  $12,926.  Receipts 
from  the  Cooperative  Program 
.amounted  to  $1,652.  The  Mother's  Day 
offering  amounted  to  $4,436. 

A  class  of  twenty  six  white  students 
and  ten  colored  students  were  ad¬ 
mitted  June  14.  They  have  been  in 
the  class  room  since  that  date  and 
are  now  being  allowed  In  the  hospital 
for  two  hours  of  work  per  day;  car¬ 
rying  trays,  giving  baths,  etc.  A  class 
of  35  graduated  in  May.  There  is  a 
great  shortage  of  nurses;  although 
there  are  now  164  in  training  In  this 
hospital  and  forty  eight  on  the  grad¬ 
uate  staff,  there  is  still  a  need  for 
four  or  five  more  graduates. 

Two  of  the  student  nurses  attended 
B.  T.  U.  week  at  Ridgecrest. 

The  religious  emphasis  week  was 
held  in  April  with  Dr.  Norman  J. 
Price  bringing  the  messages  and  the 
students  from  Mississippi  College 
leading  the  singing. 

The  new  X-Ray  department  will 
soon  be  completed  and  then  the  floor 
for  Communicable  diseases  will  be  re¬ 
modeled  and  ready  to  receive  pa¬ 
tients.  The  hospital  Is  crowded  and 
almost  daily  some  one  has  to  be 
turned  away  for  lack  of  room. 


17  States  Increase 
In  Gifts  For  The 
Cooperative  Program 

NASHVILLE,  Tenn.— (BP)— Seven¬ 
teen  of  the  twenty-two  states  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  showed 
a  gain  in  their  gifts  to  world  missions 
through  the  Cooperative  Program 
during  the  first  six  months  of  this 
year  as'  compared  with  the  same 
period  last  year,  according  to  a  sur¬ 
vey  made  by  Dr.  Duke  K.  McCall, 
executive  secretary  and  treasurer  of 
the  Executive  Committee. 

The  largest  percentage  of  gain  In 
Cooperative  Program  gifts  for  the 
Jlrst  six  months  of  the  year  was  re¬ 
corded  by  the  District  of  Columbia, 
where  gifts  were  $17,107  as  compared 
with  $1,370  last  year — a  gain  of  1,248 
per  cent. 

Of  the  larger  states,  the  i 
gain  was  marked  up  by  Oklahoma 
which  reported  $142,187.53  for  1949 
as  compared  with  $94,  791.  77  for  1948 
— a  gain  of  50  per  cent.  Arkansas’  gifta 
Increased  48.4  per  cent,  and  Texas  re-  ( 
corded  a  gain  of  17.6  per  cent.  Ari¬ 
zona’s  gifts  gained  48.4  per  cent 
through  the  Cooperative  Program. 

Only  states  to  show  a  decrease  to 
gifts  through  the  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  for  the  first  six  months  of  1949, 
compared  with  the  first  six  months  of 
1948,  were:  California,  54.5  per  cent 
less;  Illinois,  5.1  per  cent  less;  Ken¬ 
tucky,  0.6  per  cent  less;  North  Caro¬ 
lina,  1.6  per  cent  less;  and  Tennes¬ 
see,  1.4  per  cent  less. 

During  the  first  six  months  to  1948, 
Mississippi  gave  $133,862,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  $144,265  for  the  same  per¬ 
iod  to  1949.  This  was  an  increase  at 
7.8  per  cent. 

California,  with  a  18  per  cent  loss, 
and  Tennessee,  with  a  1.1  per  cent 
loss,  were  the  only  states  reporting 
smaller  total  at  gifts  through  tbs 
Executive  Committee  for  missions.

Dr.  R.  Alton  Reed,  director  of  radio 
activities  for  the  convention,  said  the 
Dallas  station  would  be  on  the  air 
by  Nov.  1,  in  time  to  broadcast  the 
annual  general  meeting  of  the  con¬ 
vention  in  El  Paso.  Construction  win 
coat  $75,000. 


Dr.  McCall  also  emphasised  the 
need  for  effective  prayer  in  sincerely 
seeking  the  guidance  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  in  carrying  on  God's  work.

KNOW  YOUR  MISSISSIPPI  BAPTIST  CONVENTION  CONSTITUTION 

The  constitution  of  the  Mississippi  Baptist  Convention  is  as  a  rule  only  pub. 
lished  in  500  Convention  annuals  each  year.  Our  people  should  be  better  acquainted 
with  this  constitution.  We  shall  ask  some  questions  that  are  answered  under  various 
articles  and  paragraphs.  These  questions  will  only  suggest  some  of  the  inclusions 
however.  Please  read  the  constitution  carefully  and  wc  think  you  will  be  better 
informed  about  our  work. 

Do  you  know  the  exact  name  of  the  Convention?  It  is  found  In  article  1  an 
follows: 

“This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Mississippi  Baptist  Convention.” 

Do  you  know  the  objects  of  the  Convention?  They  are  found  In  nrUcle  2  as 


“The  objects  of  the  Convention  shall  be  to  promote  a  system  of  operative 
measures  for  the  advancement  of  the  general  Interest  of  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom, 
particularly  within  the  bounds  of  the  Convention;  to  promote  Missions.  Education, 
Social  Service  and  other  important  interests  connected  with  the  Kingdom  of  Christ; 
to  foster  concert  of  action  and  harmonious  combination  of  efforts  of  the  Baptist 
churches  of  Mississippi;  to  afford  Baptists  a  means  and  an  opportunity  for  expres¬ 
sion  on  moral,  religions  and  denominational  matters,  and  to  cooperate  with  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  Its  work.” 

Is  the  autonomy  of  the  local  chnrcb  folly  preserved?  The  answer  is  found  in 
article  3. 

“The  equal  rights  and  independence  of  the  churches  are  fully  recognhed  and 
shall  be  scrupulously  observed.  The  Convention  shall  not  possess  or  attempt  to 
exercise  any  power  or  authority  over  any  church  or  association,  and  Is  irrevjjpaMy 
committed  to  the  cardinal  principal  that  every  church  Is  sovereign.”

The  audience  was  confused.  Some 
thought  they  were  voting  to  enter  the 
Federal  Council  of  Churphes,  and  some 
voted  one  way  to  discovered  that  they 
wanted  to  vote  the  other.  This  was  due 
to  a  motion  which  sought  to  refer  the 
matter  to  a  committee  for  study  and 
report  next  year.  It  was  voted  down. 

The  day  was  saved  by  two  men.  One 
of  those  was  Dr.  Louie  D.  Newton,  At¬ 
lanta,  Ga.,  who  got  the  floor  and  began 
questioning  Dr.  Alldredge.  The  latter 
stated  that  he  had  been  connected  with 
the  American  Baptist  Seminary  (Negro), 
Nashville,  since  1922  and  this  Seminary 
is  Jointly  supported  by  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  and  the  National  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  (Negro),  which  is  a  member  of  the 
Federal  Council.  Dr.  Alldredge's  stam¬ 
mering  and  stuttering  about  the  state¬ 
ment  of  faith  made  by  the  Seminary  re¬ 
vealed  that  he  would  be  caught  in  his 
own  trap. 

Dr.  Lee  Saves  the  Day 

Dr.  Lee  gave  his  gavel  to  the  vice 
president  and  said,  *'This  motion  is  a 
mistake.”  He  stated  that  he  was  not 
for  the  Federal  Council,  as  everybody 
knew,  but  he  was  against  the  motion 
as  It  would  divide  and  split  the  conven¬ 
tion.  He  closed  his  statements  with  a 
motion  to  lay  it  on  the  table.  The  con¬ 
vention.  sensing  the  seriousness  of  the 
situation,  followed  his  leadership,  one 
of  the  most  remarkable  experiences  in 
the  history  of  the  body.  When  he  laid 
down  the  gavel  and  gave  up  his  position 
as  president  to  take  his  place  as  a  mes¬ 
senger  he  justified  the  decision  of  the 
convention  which  elected  him  as  presi¬ 
dent.  His  leadership  saved  the  conven¬ 
tion  of  untold  injury. 

Dr.  Alldredge,  possessed  with  the  fear 
the  Federal  Council  of  Churches  would 
unionize  Southern  Baptists,  has  written 
a  booklet  called  "Unionizing  Southern 
Baptists.”  The  statement  has  been  go¬ 
ing  around  that  the  Sunday  School  Board 
refused  to.  print  this  book  and  that  he 
had  it  published  by  some  other  concern. 
This  is  not  true.  Dr.  Holcomb  and  others 
of  the  Sunday  School  Board  did  not 
know  about  the  book  until  It  was  pub¬ 
lished.  It  uses  names  of  individuals  and 
churches  in  such  a  way  as  to  be  critical 
and  also  possibly  involving  in  legal  situa¬ 
tions. 

In  attempting  t«  put  on  a  divisive 
movement  Dr.  Alldredge  came  near  do¬ 
ing  what  he  charges  others  of  doing; 
that  is,  causing  "hard  feelings,  wrecked 
fellowship  and  destroyed  work  and  work¬ 
ers.” 

He  completely  overlooked  the  cardinal 
doctrine  that  the  convention,  state  con¬ 
ventions,  and  local  associations  do  not 
have  any  authority  over  a  local  church 
or  an  individual  Baptist. 

,  Not  Law  Making  Body  • 

The  convention  has  no  authority  to  set 
rules  and  regulations  or  to  lay  down 
laws  for  any  church  or  any  Individual. 
The  convention  cannot  prevent  any 
church  from  joining  any  council  when 
it  may  choose  to  do  so. 

The  convention  has  three  times  de¬ 
clined  to  join  a  World  Council  of  Church¬ 
es.  There  are  very  few  churches  that 
desire  to  join  the  Council.  They  have  a 
right  to  do  so  if  they  wish.  However, 
the  Council  Itself  does  not  admit  local 
churches  but  denominations  only. 

What  Standards  Mean 

The  by-law  offered  by  Dr.  Alldredge 
Is  exceedingly  dangerous.  If  the  con¬ 
vention  can  set  up  standards,  as  to  Us 
membership  after  this  nature,  which 
prohibits  an  individual  from  holding  of¬ 
fice  because  he  or  his  church  affiliates 
with  the  World  Council,  then  it  can  pre¬ 
vent  a  person  from  serving  who  may 
belong  to  the  Rotary  Club,  the  Mason*, 
or  -any  other  organization  which  it  might 
name.

“It  would  be  a  mistake  to  sup¬ 
pose  that  the  Convention  has  lost 
its  strength  and  its  power  of  de¬ 
cision.  At  times  during  the  ses¬ 
sions  at  Oklahoma  City,  the  mes¬ 
sengers  put  their  minds  upon  im¬ 
portant  matters  of  business  and 
they  made  deliberate  decisions.” 

However,  Editor  Alley  calls  at¬ 
tention  to  certain  weaknesses  and 
warns  against  certain  dangers.  He 
reminds  that  discussions  occurred 
vauallv  “about  ecclesiastical  poli¬ 
cies  which  show  serious  division 
within  the  ranks.  It  was  at  these 
times  that  the  Convention  revealed 
Ita  distressing  weakness.  Unless 
Certain  differences  are  recognized 
■ad  accepted  in  a  spirit  of  charity 
by  the  groups  which  comprise  the 
Convention,  the  future  appears 
quite  hopeless." 

Editor  Alley  makes  the  point 
that  “The  question  at  Oklahoma 
City  was  not  about  uniting  with 
this  or  that  Church  Council,  be¬ 
cause  beyond  doubt  a  large  ma¬ 
jority  of  the  .messengers  from  ev¬ 
ery  state  in  the  Convention  were 
opposed  to  participation  in  inter¬ 
denominational  ecumenical  move¬ 
ments.  “The  differences  lay  in  the 
attitude  of  the  groups  of  messen¬ 
gers  towards  local  churches  that 
hod  chosen  tc  affiliate  with  the 
councils." 

Editor  Alley  calls  attention  to 
the  basic  Baptist  principle  of 
Church  autonomy  saying:  “Every 
Baptist  Church  is  autonomous,  and 
every  Baptist  church  should  re¬ 
spect  the  autonomy  of  all  other 
Baptist  churches.  This  principle, 

M  applied,  will  assure  unity  with¬ 
in  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion." 

The  price  of  Democracy  was 
discussed  by  Editor  John  Jeter 
Hurt,  Jr.,  of  the  Christian  Index 
(Georgia)  as  follows: 

“Baptists  have  their  democracy, 
hut  we  wonder  at  the  moment  if 
they  will  not  have  to  pay  more  at¬ 
tention  to  it  or  pay  the  price  for 
their  neglect."  Continuing  Editor 
Hurt  says:  “The  Convention  was 
ever  quick  to  ignore  the  judgment 
of  committees  and  head  m  the 
right  direction  of  its  own  choos¬ 
ing.  That  is  a  privilege  of  five  to 
•even  thousand. 

“Messengers  from  East  of  the 
Mississippi  and  a  great  many  from 
the  middle  of  the  Convention  were 
caught  asleep  last  Friday  after¬ 
noon  when  the  Convention  voted 
to  go  to  San  Francisco  in  1951.

EVANGELIST  GIVES  HIS 
CONVERSION  EXPERIENCE 

By  DR.  C.  B.  JACKSON 
Associated  Superintendent  of  Evangelism

•'I  had  heard  of  thee  by  the  hearing 
of  the  ear;  but  now  my  eye  seeth  thee." 
Job  43:5. 

It  was  my  privilege  to  be  reared  in 
a  Christian  home.  Christian  experien¬ 
ces  were  often  shared;  especially  dur¬ 
ing  the  revival  season  when  the  older 
people  related  their  conversion  ex¬ 
periences.  My  idea  of  how  to  become 
a  Christian  became  so  distorted  that 
I  remained  an  unbeliever  for  several 
years  after  reaching  the  age  of  ac¬ 
countability.

If  Dr.  Alldredge  or  somebody  else 
doesn’t  like  certain  lndtvtduala,  he  has 
s  right  to  no  mi  mate  someone  else  or 
the  floor  at  the  convention  other  than 
that  individual  who  has  been  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  Nominating  committee. 
This  is  the  democratic  process  and  Bap¬ 
tists  are  committee  to  that  method. 


Adopting  the  amendment  at  the  by¬ 
law  would  result  In  Dr.  Alldredge  hMv- 
self  being  disqualified  from  holding  <*■ 
flee  and  that  the  Southern  Baptist  Oss- 
ventlon  would  have  to  abandon  doing

Would  Lose  Much  Money 


It  would  also  eliminate  ths  Foreign 
Board  from  co-operating  with  the  for¬ 
eign  Mission  Council  which  It  helped 
organise  many  years  ago  and  has  saved 
Baptists  thousands  of  dollars  simply  be¬ 
cause  some  of  the  other  groups  who 
constitute  this  body  are  members  of  the 
Federal  Council  of  Churches. 

It  would  have  disfranchised  aQ  the 
pastors  in  Missouri,  District  of  Colum¬ 
bia.  and  other  sections  which  have  had 
for  more  than  50  years  a  dual  member¬ 
ship  hi  both  Northern  and  Southern 
Conventions.  We  would  take  their  money 
but  they  could  not  serve  the  Convention 
because  the  Northern  Baptist  Convention 
In  which  they  held  dual  membership 
belongs  to  the  Federal  Ouinctl. 

There  are  areas  la  which  Baptists 
sheaid  cooperate  with  other  denomina¬ 
tions.  Most  of  the  danger  is  from  the 
outside  and  not  the  Inside  of  our  rank. 
Neo-Baptiste  have  the  concept  that  ce-

Is  not  true.  In  the  areas  where  we  can 
cooperate.  Baptists  will  continue  to  da 
se.  But  there  Is  no  reason  to  spilt  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  Just  in  or¬ 
der  to  get  at  a  few  Individuals,  perhaps 
largely  due  to  personal  reasons  — EDI¬

“During  my  residences  abroad,  I 
have  observed  the  bitter  fruits  of 
Church-State  union  at  first  hand.  I 
am  determined  to  do  all  that  I  can 
to  prevent  such  a  tragedy  over  here."

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A  MISSIONARY  WRITES 

Dear  Friends: 

Many  have  been  asking  us  if  and 
when  we  will  be  returning  to  China. 
Our  hearts  almost  bleed  when  we  think 
of  China  and  the  suffering  of  so  many 
of  our  Chinese  friends  who  are  in  Com¬ 
munist  controlled  areas.  We  told  you 
some  months  ago  about  the  fall  of  Tsi¬ 
nan,  capital  city  of  Shantung  Providence, 
to  the  communists.  The  first  letter  from 
there  after  the  nine-day  battle  and  con¬ 
sequent  fall  of  the  city  said,  "We  went 
over  to  the  Baptist  Mission  to  see  how 
it  had  fared  during  the  fighting.  As  we 
approached  we  noticed  that  enemy  shells 
had  penetrated  your  house.  We  counted 
150  new  graves  in  your  yard.”  You  can 
Imagine  how  this  made  us  feel — the 
only  home  we  have  known  in  all  our 
married  life  in  China;  all  our  books 
(selected  over  a  period  of  30  years)  and 
furniture  gone.  A  later  letter  revealed 
that  Communist  soldiers  were  living 
to  our  house.  Thank  God,  we  long  since 
learned  that  true  values  do  not  consist 
of  material  things.  It  is  not  the  first 
time  we  have  been  called  on  to  practice 
the  Scriptural  admonition  to  “take  joy¬ 
fully  the  spoiling  of  your  goods." 

Our  little  losses  are  nothing  when  we 
think  of  the  suffering  of  our  people,  the 
Christians  and  our  co-workers.  Recent 
letters  have  come  from  Tsinan  saying 
the  pastors  of  all  the  churches  are  still 
there.  Meetings  can  be  held  but  there 
Is  no  liberty  to  preach  as  you  please.  A  , 
communist  spy  is  present  at  all  meet¬ 
ings  and  reports  on  what  is  said.  All 
preachers,  teachers,  doctors  and  other 
Christian  leaders  are  forced  to  attend 
lectures  on  Communism  and  urged  to 
line  up  with  the  Communist  regime. 
Some  Mission  Schools  In  the  city  have 
been  closed  by  the  Communists. 

When  It  became  impossible  for  us  to 
return  to  Tsinan,  our  former  place  of 
work,  we  were  Invited  by  our  mission¬ 
aries  and  Chinese  Baptist  leaders  In 
Formosa  to  come  there  when  our  fur¬ 
lough  was  finished.  Dr.  Gauthen,  our 
secretary,  for  the  Orient,  favored  such 
s  move,  but  since  the  Communists  were 
moving  so  fast  in  China  propter  advised 
us  to  wait  and  stand  by  for  further  in¬ 
structions  as  soon  as  he  could  see  more 
clearly  what  the  outcome  would  be.  If 
all  the  mainland  of  China  falls  to  the 
Communists  the  Island  of  Formosa,  yes 
and  all  other  countries  in  the  far  east, 
will  follow  rapidly. 

So,  for  the  present  we  do  not  know 
when  or  where  we  will  go.  Long  ago  our 
lives  and  all  were  dedicated  to  Him  to 
go  wherever  He  should  lead  and  do 
whatever  He  wanted  us  to  do.  Through 
the  many  years  He  has  lead  and  blessed 
In  a  marvelous  way.  We  are  trusting 
Him  to  lead  and  take  us  throuirh  the 
remaining  years  and  complete  that 
“good  work"  whikh  he  began  in  us.
